Winner  of  first  as  best  un¬ 
disseminated  Dahlia  in  Portland  in  1934  and  the  Achieve¬ 
ment  Medal  in  1935  in  the  shows  of  the  Portland  Dahlia 
Society,  Oregon.  It  has  been  grown  four  years  and  has 
never  been  propagated.  A  seedling  of  Jane  Cowl,  it  has 
attracted  attention  from  its  first  blossom  and  was  admired 
by  all.  “The  color  is  a' rich,  bright  orange,  deepening  to  a 
darker  orange  at  the  center.  The  reverse  is  grenadine  pink; 
and  due  to  the  unusual  form  of  the  Dahlia,  in  which  the 
edges  of  the  petals  have  a  tendency  to  incurve,  the  bright 
color  on  the  reverse  gives  a  very  live  appearance  to  the 
globular-shaped  flower,”  The  above  description  is  from  the 
pen  of  Mr.  Derrill  W.  Hart.
